The selection of good seed and DM 
thorough preparation of the seed 
bed are vory inipi >rt .in t factor* 
toward securing a hi* crop of corn: 
bnt if one were to stop here, the 
chances ,,f securing a Nf fUM 
Wf-tiM he small. Success or failure 
with corn rests very largely on the 
manner and fremicne- 0 f cultiva- 
tion. 

The killing of weed* js only one 
of several important reasons for 
cultivating corn. Weed* roh the 
corn "f the plnnt food, water and 
sunshine which the com plant 
mu«t have if it ts to mnke its best 
growth and yield. Even nnr he*t 
.soils have hut a limited supply of 
plant food which the plant can 
draw on each year. If the weeds 
(ret pnrt of this plant food, the crop 
suffers. Kill the weeds 

Read paces Ifl and 17 of Bulletin 
No. rsrn. "How to Oow an Acre of 
Corn." which will tell yon more 
about cultivation. If you have not 
received this bulletin, let me know 
at once and I will send a copy. 

The flr«t cultivation is sometimes 
given by going over the whole field 
with a light spikei-foolh harrow. 
If the harrow is light and the 
teeth are set shallow, no harm will 
come fo the crop and manv small 
weeds wi'l he killed. Later culti- 
vations should be shallow and pref- 
erably with a cultivator which has 
manv small teeth or shovels in 
preference to the old fashioned 
single or double shovel plow. Cul- 
tivators with several teeth tend to 
leave the ground level, which pre- 



vents the soil drying nut so rapid- 
ly as otherwise. The old fashioned 
method of deep tillage is being dis- 
carded foe the bottsf method nf 
shallow cultivation Deep eulti\:i- 
lion. after |be plants are a few in- 
ches high, will break off many of 
the feeding root* which are close to 
the surface and so injure the crop.

Dogs Could Be Intensively Used to 
Help Guard Munitions Factories

In piarding property during these strenuous times the watchdog has 
lieeu ovi rltxiked. Wherever there is need of a wutchman his ift'n a ney 
may I* lncn uscd by Die company of a well-trained do^. Factories, mills, 
munition plants, storehouse*, railroad bridges, depots, mines and reser- 
voirs must all be protected during war times, and dogs can be easily 
trained to render an invaluable service. 

The highly developed sense of smell ei tables the dog to locate an 
inttuder in the dark, and many do#» have been trained to give warning 
in case of fire. A watchman is not liable to bo taken by surprise if accom- 
panied by a watchdog. Upon entering a dark room, rouuding a corner, 
or passing a freight car, he may rest assured that no other person if 
within MMaMnUl distance if the dog has scouted the ground before him. 

Not all Jogs are suited for police work, but most any dog can be 
trained to be of some service. The breeds of dogs best adapted for such 
work are the police dogs, Airedales, collies and bull terriers. Bloodhounds 
are splendid trailers but not adapted for other police duties. 

Kindness, firmness and pattern v are all essential to the successful 
training of a police dog. A well-trained dog will trail a man until caught 
and will then prevent his escape. If the culprit chooaua to stand quietly, 
the dog will remain a safe distance and bark, but if the man tries to run 
the dog will attack him, usually about the legs, and the man la thrown. 
If a club is used the dog will grab the arm. This usually ends resistance 
on the part of the man. A shot may stop the dog but it must be a fatal 
one, since he is trained to attack in the face of fire. Why not giro the 
dog • thauoe?
